H father of lies is the auther of miſrepreſenting. 

He firſt matte the experiment of this black art in 
paradiſe ; having no ſurer way ef bringing God's precept 
into contempt, and making our i parents tranſgreſs, than 
by miſrepreſenting the command, which their Mater had 
laid upon them. And To unhappily fnccefsful* he was in 
this his firſt attempt, that this has been. his Chief ſtratagem 
ever ſince, for maintaining himſelf- in his uſurpation, and 
propagating error and vice amongſt men by difcrediting 
virtue and truth: aud therefore there has nothing of gerd 
yet come into the world, nothing been ſent from Heaven, 
but what has met with this oppoſition; the common enemy 
having employed all his endeavours td bring it into difcre- 
dit, and render it infamous, by miſreprel

the truth, and following the Son of God, but by thus diſ- 


ſied in all ages? See what was the ſtate of Chriſtians in 
the primitive times, when as yet vice had not corrupted 
the purity of the morals of the generality of the faithful. 
It is almoſt impoſſible to believe in what contempt they 
were, and how utterly abominated. Tertullian, Who was 
an eye witneſs, gives us ſo lamentable an account of the 
Chriſtians in his time, that it is able to move compaſſion 
in tones. He tells us, ſo many malicious landers were diſ- 
perſed abroad concerning the manner of their 4vor/hip ; 
and their whole religion deſcribed, not only to be mere 
folly, and foppery, but alſo to be grounded on.moſt Belliſs 
principles, and to be ſo full of impietics, that the heathens - 
believed a man could not make profeſſion of chriftiant y, 
without being tainted with all ſorts of crimes; without be- 
ing an enemy to the Gods, to princes, to the Jaws, to good 
Et.

figuring him to the multitude, reporting light to be dark- a 
neſs, and God to be the devil. : The diſciples of Chrit wi 
every where met with the like treatment. The people tel 

| vere ſtirrcd up againſt St. Stephen by miſrepreſentation ; th 
becauſe they heard he had ſpoke blaſphemeus words againſt cr 
Moſes, and againſt God, (Acts vi. 11.) And againſt Paul, 7 
becauſe th y were told he taught all men every where againſt ſt 
the feople, and polluted the holy place, (Ads xxi. 28) They 1 
charged him alſo with being 4 peſtilint fellow, anda tt 
mo ver of ſedition among all the Fraus throug bout the world, 10 
(Acts xxiv. 5.) Neither did theſe calumnies, theſe wicked - 
miſrepreſentations ſtop here; he that ſaid, he diſciple Is not > 
above his maſter, and if they have called the maſter. of | the ou 
houſe B. læebub; how much more ſhall they call them of his if 
houſiould? (Matt. x. 24, 25) did not only. foretell what ye 
| was to happen to his /e/lewers then preſent, but alſo to 7 
the faithful that were to ſucceed them, and to his church a 
in future ages, they being all to expect the like treatment; 3 
ſo that though they ſhould be never ſo juſt to God and 7 
their neighbour, upright in their ways, and live in the F 
fear of God, and. the obſervance of his laws ; yet muſt . 
they certainly be reviled and bated by the world, made a / 
by-word to the people, have the repute of ſeducers, and 
be a ſcandal to all nations. And has not this been veri- |

nanntre, and to nature it/zif. So that chriſtianity, was 
wholly infamous amongſt the heathens, condemned and de- 
teſted by all, and moſt bloody perſecutions raiſed againſt 


the profeſſors of it, while they were guilty of no other 


crime but adhering to the truth. And it was theſe ca/um- 
nies, theſe falſe accuſations {invented to cry down the chri- 
ſtian religion,) obliged Tertullian to write his Apology, 
wherein he declared to the world, that chriianity was no- 
thing-like that, Which the heathens imagined to be: that 
idolatry, ſoperſtition, imviety, cruelty, treachery, conſpira- 
cies, &c. was none of their 4s#rine, but condemned and 
deteſted by them; that theſe crimes were only the mali- 
cious inventions of the heatheni/h prieft-, who finding them- 
ſelves unable to withſtand the force of c riſlian y. had o 
other way to preſerve th-»:/e/ves in repute, and keep the 
people in their error, than by forming an ugly, odious, 
and moſt horrid vigor, a damnable ſcheme of rel gion, 


and then holding thi. forth to the world, and crying out, 


This is the religion of the Chriftiam, thier are their pri i- 


eiples; bebold their ignorance, th.ir flupidity, their prephane- 


neſs ; behvld their i folence, thiir willainies ; à people u ff: 


ferable in a commen-wealth, entguits to their country and 


their prince and thus repreſenting it as monſirous às they 


pleaſed, they brought an odd, upon as many az owned 
that name, and condemned them for /olies and trimes, 


that were no where, but in their own imagination. And 


now, when by the propagation of chriftianity; and the 
laborious endeavours of her profeſſors, heatheniſm was 


pretty well extinct; yet was not the mouth of malice 
ſtopped ; the calumnies, which had been invented by the 


ir fidels, being taken up by ci Chriſtians. No one going 


out from the communion of the church of Chriſt, but 


what did, by teviving 2/4 /candals, (and the addition of 
Freſb ones.) endeavour to make her infamous, and black. n 
her with tach-crimes, as could be thought moſt convenient 


for rendering her odious to all. It being looked upon by 


as many as ever ue out of her, the beſt means to juſtify 
their ſeparation, and to gain to themſelves the credit of 


ort bodox Chriſtians; to paint Ber out in all the antichriflian 


colours, and repreſent her zs Belliſb, as wickedneſs could

make her. It is ſtrange how much ſhe ſuffered in this 
point from the Manichees, and from the Douatiſti, at d 
how much pains it coſt Saint A gun, to prove their ac- 
cuſat ons to be mere calumnies, principally intended torraile 
prijadices in the minds of the people agaipſt her:; that ſo 
belog convinced by theſe helliſh artifices, of her teaching 
unſound and propha e,defrine, æuictad principles and: human 
inventions inſtead of. faith, they might never think oft go- 
ing to Her, to learn the truth; nar even ſo; much as ſuſ- 
pet her to be the cburch of Chriſt, This, Saint Auguſ- 
tine complains, was the chief cauſe of his continuing in 
the error of the Manichees ſo long; and that he ãĩmpugned 
with ſo much violence this church. And therefore, after 
he was come to the knowledge of the traub, he diſcovered: 
this to the world for the undeceiving others, who were 
caught in the ſame ſnare, making it part of his confeſſions, 
(Config. J. vi C. 3.) Hhen came to diſeower, ſays he; 
that — Imingled joy and hluſtes, and vas aſhamed, ihatil had 
row for fo many years teen barking and railings net againſt 
ihe cath:lick faith, but only againſt iht fiftiens of 'my cars» 
nal wrceits. For jo temeratious and impious , I, thaty 
ihefe things, achich ought finft ta have-learned from them 
ty enquiry, {charged upon them. by aceuſations readiemto im- 

uſe falfecads, than to be.informed of thetruth.—— nd this 
J ſe blindly. accuſed the catholick- church; naw ſjufficient'y 
cleared to me. that ſe taught, not the. opinions; I fa vekes 
mently pci ſecuted.

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A. Papi uiſtepraſauad und repreſented. in 


x MA Papiſft. miſrepreſented and repreſented, 
of bis eharth. That ſo theſe two being thus ſet together, 


their d;fference- and diſproportian may be clearly diſcerned, 


and a diſcovery made how unlite calumny is from trurh ; 
and how different a papiſt redlly is; from what he is /aid 
to be. The former character is of a papiſt miſrepreſented ; 
the other of a papiſ repreſented. The former is a'papift ſo 


deformed and monſtrous, that he juſtly deſerves the hatred 


of as many as on chriſtianitiy. The other papi/t is one, 


that lives and believes according to what is preſcribed in 


the ccuncil of Trent, in the catechiſms ſet forth by catho- 
licks, and other ſpiritual books for the direction and in- 
ſtruction of all in their communion, whoſe Faith and doc- 
ftrine I have here ſet down, with ſome grounds and rea- 
ſons of it, and will ſo leave it to apologize for itſelf. In 
drawing out the character of the former, I have quoted 
no authors, but have deſeribed him exactly accordiug to 


the apprehenſion 1 had of a pajrft framed by me wWlen 1 


was a f roteſant; with the addition only of ſome fe points, 
Which have been violently charged againſt me by ſome in. 


timate friends of late, to ſhew the unreaſonableneſs of my 


choice; after the quitting of that communion. The latter 
is wholly copied out from the papi/ that I am now 3; being 


the ſum of what I was taught, when reconciled to the 


church of Rome, and which after ſixteen years converſa- 
tion with men of that communion, in hearing their ſer- 
mons, in being preſent at their catechiſing} in reading their 
books, and diſcourſing with them, I have found to be 


their abctrine. I have done both, I hope, with ſincerity 
and truth, and without paſſion. For as my endeavours 


have been that my religion ſhould loſe nothing by lies, ſo 
neither do I deſire it ſhould gain by them ; and did I but 
know'of any thing in che following papers, that has any 
relation to that antichriſtian arti ice, I would ſtrike it out 
immediately. And do here oblige myſelf, upon infor- 
mation, either from friend or adverſary, to acknowledge 
the miſtake, as it ſhall be made appear, and make a pub- 


lick recantation. But it is time, we ſhould ſee what theſe

1. Of praying to Images. 


| Papiſt miſrepreſented, wor/hips flocks and flones for 
gods ; He takes no notice of the Second Command- 
ment, but ſetting up pictures, and images of Chriſt, he 
Virgin Mary, and other his ſaints, he prays to them, and 
puts his truſt and confidence in them; much like as the Hea- 
thens did in their wooden gods, Jupiter, Mars, Venus, &c. 
And for this reaſon, he erects lately monuments to them in 
his churches, adorns them ſumptuouſly, burns candles,- offers 
incenſe, and frequently falls down proſtrate before them, 
and with his eyes fixed on them, cries out, Help me, Mary, 
aſſiſt me, Anthony, remember me, Ignatius. Zea 


. Papiſt truly repre/ented believes it damnable to worſhip 
-ſtocks and ſtones for gods, to pray to pictures or 
images of Chriſt, of the virgin Mary, or of any other 
ſaints, to believe any virtue or divinity in them, or to put 
any truſt or confidence in them. He is expreſsly taught the 
contrary to all this by the council of Trent (Seff. 25) and 
his very children are inſtructed in their catechiſms (which 
are in the hands of all) that they muſt by no means pray to 
pictures or images, becauſe they can neither ſee, nor hear, nor 
help them. See Abſtratt of the Doway Catechiſm, upon the 
firſt Commaſfdment. Abrideement of Chriftian Doctrine, 
Chapter IV. &c. But what uſe then does the papiſt make 
of pictures or images of Chriſt, of the bleſſed Virgin, or 
other ſaints? Why, he keeps them by him to preſerve in 
his mind the memory of the perſon repreſented by them ;

as people are wont to preſerve the memory of their deceaſed 


friends by keeping their pictures. He is taught to uſe 


them, ſo as to caſt his eyes upon the pictures or images, 
and thence to raiſe his heart to the things repreſented, and 


there to employ it in meditation, love, and thankſgiving, 


defire of imitation, &c. as the abject requires: As many 
good Chriftians, placing a Death's head before them, 
from the ſight of it take occafion to reflect often upon 
their laſt end, in order to their better preparing for it; 
or by ſeeing Old Time painted with his 582 1 hour-glaſs 
and /cythe, turn their thoughts upon the ſwiftneſs of time, 
and that whoſqevar neglects the preſent, is in danger of 


beginning then to deſire to lay hold of it when there is no 


more to come, Theſe pickures or images having this ad- 
vantage, that they inform the mind by one glance of what 
in reading might require a whole chapter. There being 
no other difference between them, than that reading re- 
preſents leiſurely, and by degrees; and a picture, all at 
once. Hence he finds a convenience in ſaying his prayers 


with ſome devout pictures before him, he being no ſooner 
ea, 


diſtracted, but the fight of theſe recalls his wanderin 

thoughts to the right object; and as certainly brings 
ſomething good into his mind, as an 7mmodeft picture 
diſturbs his heart with filthy thoughts. And becauſe he 
is ſenſible that theſe holy pictures and images repreſent 
and bring to his mind ſuck objects, as in his heart he loves, 
honours, and venerates; he cannot but upon that ac- 
count love, honour, and reſpect the images themſelves, 
As whoſoever loves e child, or friend, can-

not but have ſome love and re pert far their pictures; who-

ſoever loves and honours his Lig, will have ſome honour 
and regard for his image. Not that he venerates any 
image, or picture, for any virtue or divinity believed to 
be in them, or for any thing that is to be petitioned of 
them; but becauſe the honour, that is exhibited to hem, 
is referred to thoſe whom they. . So that tis not 
properly he ae ie honours, but (hriſt and his Saints 
by the images: As it is not properly the images or pictures 
of kings or other men that we reſpe or injure ; but by 
their nage or picture, oer injure the perſons 

F n | themſelves. 

3 
themſelves. All the veneration therefore he expreſſes 
before images, whether by kneeling, lifting up the eyes, 
burning candles, incenſe, c. it is not at all done for the 
Image, but is wholly referred to the things repreſented, 


which he intends to honour by theſe actions. And how, 


ſo doing, he breaks the ſecond Commandment, he can- 
» conceive; for he acknowledges only ane God, and to 


him alone gives ſovereign honour ; and whatſoever reſpect 


he ſhews to a crucifix, picture or image, ſeems to him no 
More injurious to any of the Commandments, than it is for 


a Chriſtian to love and honour his zeighbour, becauſe he 
bears the inge of God in his /ou/; to kiſs and eſteem the 
Bible, becauſe it contains and repreſents to him God's 
ward; or to love a good preacher, becauſe he minds him 
of his duty; all which reſpedts do not at all derogate 
from God Almighty's honour: but are rather teſtimonies 
of our great love and honour of him, ſince, for his ſake, 


we love and eiteem every thing, that has any reſpect or 
relation to: him. 1755 5 | | | 


2. Of worſhipping Saints. 
40 pr Papiſt miſrepreſented, makes gods of dead men, 


uch as are departed hence, and are now no more 
able to hear, or ſee, or underſtand his neceſſities. And 
though God be ſo good as to invite all to come unto him, 
and to apply themſelves to their only and infinite Mediator 
Jeſus Chriſt: ye? /o ſtupid is he, that negleting, and, as 
it were, paſſing by both God and his ouly Son, and all 
their mercies, he betakes himſelf to his ſaints, and there 
pouring forth his prayers, he confides in them as his mediators 
and redeemers, and expects no bleſſing, but what is to come 
to him by their merits, and through their hands: And 
thus, withont  ſcruple or remorſe, he robs God of his 


honour, © 


— 


T Rx Papift truly repreſented believes there is only 


one God, and that it is a moſt damnable idolatry to 
make gods of men, either /iving or dead. His church 
teaches him indeed, (and he believes) That it is good and 
" A 2 | profitable 
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profitable to defire the interceſſion of the Saints reigning with 
Chriſt in heaven : but that they are gods, or his redeemer, 
he is no where taught; but deteſts all ſuch doctrine. He 
confeſſes that we are all redeemed by the blood of Chr:/? 


alone, and that he is our only Mediator of Redemption But 


as for media tors of interceſſion, (that is, ſuch as we may 
lawfully deſire to pray for us) he does not doubt, but it is 
acceptable to God, we ſhould have many. Maſes was ſuch 
à mediator for the Iſraelites; Job for his three friends; 
Stephen for his perſecutors. The Romans were thus deſired 
by St. Paul to be his mediators ; ſo were the Corinthians, 
ſo the Epheſians, Ep. ad Rom. Cor. Eph ; ſo almoſt every 
fich man deſires the congregation to be bis Mediators ; by re- 
membering him in their prayers. And ſo the Papiſt defires 
the bleſſed in heaven to be his. mediators ;- that is, that 
they would pray to God for him. And in this, he does 
not at all neglect coming to God, or rob him of his honour ; 
but direQting all his prayers up to im, and making him 
the ultimate object of all his petitions, he only deſires 
ſometimes the juſt on earth, fometimes thoſe in heaven, 
to join their prayers to his, that fo the number of peti- 
tioners being increas'd, the petition may find better accep- 
tance in the fight of God. And this is not to make 
them gods, but only petitioners to God; it is not to make 
them his redeemers, but only interceſſors to his Redeemer ; 


he having no hopes of obtaining any thing, but of God 


alone, by, and through the merits of Chriſt ; for which he 


deſires the ſaints in heaven, and good men on earth, to of- 
fer up their prayers with his; the prayers of the juſt avail- 


ing much before God. But now, how the ſaints in heaven 


Anbau the prayers and neceſſities of ſuch, who addreſs them- 
ſelves to them, whether by the miniſtry of angels, or in 
the viſion of God, or by ſome particular revelation, 'tis no 
part of his faith, nor is it much his concern it ſhould be 
determined, For his part he does not doubt, but that 
God, who acquainted the prophets with the knowledge of 
things, that were yet to come many hundred years after; 
that inform'd Eliſa of the King of Syria's counſel, 

though privately reſolved on in his bedchamber, and at a 

_ diſtance (2 Kings vi. 12.) can never want means of letting 
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the /aints know the deſires of thoſe who beg their inter- 
ceſſian here on earth: eſpecially fince our Saviour informs 
us, (Luke xvi.) that Mrabam heard the petitions of Dives, 
who was yet at a greater diſtance, even in Hell; and told 
him likewiſe' the manner of his living, while as yet on 
earth. Nay, ſince it is generally allow'd, that even the 
very devils hear thoſe deſperate wretches, who call on 
them: why taen ſhould he doubt, that the Saints wan: this 
privilege, who (though departed this life) are not {2 pro- 
perly dead, as tranſlated from a mortal life, to an immor- 
tal one; where, enjoying God Almighty, they loſe no 
perfections which they enjoyed while on earth, but poſſeſs 
all in a more eminent manner; having more charity, more 
knowledge, more intereſt with God than ever; and be- 
coming hke angels (Late xx. 36.) And as theſe offered 
up their prayers for Jeruſalem, and the cities of Judab, 
(Zach. i. 12.) fo undoubtedly they likewiſe fall down 
before the Lamb, having every one of them harps, and 
golden wials full of odours, which are the prayers of the 
Saints, Apoc. v. 8. | . 


3. Of addreſſing more Supplications to the Virgin 


Mary than to Chriſt. 


HE Papi ſt miſrepreſented believes the Virgin Mary 
1 to be much more powerful in heaven than Chriſt, and 
that ſpe can command im to do what. ſhe thinks good: 
And for this reaſon he honours her much more than he dbes 
her Son, or God the Father; for one prayer be ſays to God, 
ſaying ten to the holy Virgin. 5 1

"THE Papiſt truly repreſented believes it damnable to 


| think the Virgin Mary more powerful in heaven 
than Chriſt ; or that ſhe can in any thing command him. He 


honours her indeed, as one that was choſen to be Mother 
of God, and blefſed among ſt all women : and believes her 
to be moſt acceptable to God, in her interceſſion for us: 


but owning her till as a creature, and that all ſhe has of 
excellency is the gif? of God, proceeding from his meer 
5m = MM 
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gooaneſs. Neither does he at any time ſay even fo 
much as one prayer to Her, but what is directed more 
principally to God; becauſe offered up as a thankful me- 
morial of Chrift's incarnation, and acknowledgement of 
the b/2feaneſs of Feſus the fruit of her womb. And this 
without imagining that there is any more diſhonouring of 
God in his reciting the Angelical Salutation, than in the 
firſt pronouncing it by the Angel Gabriel and Elizabeth : 
or that his frequent repetition of it 1s any more an idle 


ſaperſiition, than it was in Dawid to repeat the ſame 


words over twenty-ſix times in the exxxvi. Palm. 


4. Of paying divine worſhip to Relicks. 


2 HE Papift miſrepreſented believes a kind of divinity tio 


remain in the Relicks of his reputed Saints, and there- 
fore adnres their rotten bones, thiir corrupted fleſb, their old 
rage, with divine honour ; kneeling down to them, kiſſmtg 
them, and going in pilgrimage to their fſprines and Jepulctres, 
And he is fo far poſſes 'd with a conceited deity lying hid in 
thoſe ſenſeleſs remains, that he fooliſhly believes they work 
greater miracles, and raiſe more to lie than ever Chriſt 
himſelf did.

rotten bones, old rags or ſhrines, or that they can work 
any ſtrange cures or miracles, by any hidden power of 
their own. But he believes it good and lawful to keep 
them with veneration, and to give them a religious honour 
and reſpect. And this he thinks due to them, in as much 
as knowing himſelf obliged to refpe& and honour God 
Almighty from his heart; he looks upon himſelf as 6bliged 


to reſpect and honour every thing that has any partieular 


relation to him: But this with an 7feriour honour ; ſuch 
as the raus ſhewed to the Ark, to the Tables of the Law, 
to Maſes's rod, to the Temple, to the Priefts: Such as 
we generally allow the Bible, becauſe it contains God's 
=vord; to the Church, becauſe it is God's houſe; to holy 
men 
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_ remple, and weſſels that belonged to it. 
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men and prieſts, becauſe they are God's Servants. And 
ſo he does to relicks, becauſe they appertain to God's fa- 
vourites: and, being inſenfible things, are yet ſenſible 
pledges, and lively Memorials of Chriſt's ſervants, dead 
indeed to this world, but alive with him in glory. And 
more eſpecially, becauſe God himfelf has been pleaſed to 
honour them, by making them 7/rume:ts of many evident 
miracles which he has viſibly worked by them; as is ma- 
nifeſt upon undeniable record And this he believes as 
caſy for God Almighty now, and as much redounding to 
the honour of his holy name, as it was in the od /axe, to 
work ſuch miraculous effeds by Moaſes's rod, by Eliass 
mantle, after he was taken up into heaven, (2 Kings ii. 14.) 
Elifeus's bones, (2 Kings xiii. 21.) and infinite other ſuch 
like inſerfible things: And alſo in the new Jaw, by the 


hem of his own garment, (Mat. ix. 2r.) by the 2% 


of St. Peter, (Adds v.15.) by the napſins and handkerchiefs 
that had but touched the body of St. Paul, caſting out 
devils, and curing diſeaſes, ¶ Ads xix. 12.) and ſuch like. 
And thus by having a veneration and reſpect for theſe, he 
honours God: and does not doubt, but that they that 
contemn and profane theſe, do the like to God, as much 
as they did, who profaned the bread of propoſition, the 


5. Of the Enchorift. 


THE Papiſt miſrepreſented betiewes it Jawful to com- 
mit Idolatry, and makes it his daily practice ts aror- 

ſhip and ade a breaden god, giving divine honour io theſe 
poor, empty elements of bread and wine. Of theſe he at 
pardon fer his fins; of theſe he defires grace and (abvation ; 
theſe he acknowledges to have beer his redtemer and ſaviour, 
and hopes for no good but what is to toms to him by means 


of thee houſhold gods. And then for his apology, he al- 


ledges ſuch grofs contradictions, fo contrary to all ſenſe and 
reaſon, that whoſoever will be a Papiſt, muſt be no nan: 
Fondly believing, that what he aderes is no bread or wine, 
but Chriſt really preſent under thoſe appearances ; and thus 
makes as many Chriſts, as many redeemers as there are 

| A4 churches, 
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churches, altars or prieſts. When according to. God's in- 


Fallible word, there is but one Chriſt, and he not on nt 
but at the right hand of his Father in heaven. 


HE Papiſt ?ra/y repreſented believes it 3 to 
commit any kind of idolatry; and moſt damnable 
to worſhip or adore a breaden god, or to give divine ho- 
nour to the elements of bread and wine. He worſhips 
only one God, who made heaven and earth, and his only 
Son Jeſus, Chriſt our redeemer; who, being in all things 
equal to his Father, in truth and omnipotency, he be- 
lieves, made his words good, pronounced at his laſt ſup- 
per; really giving his body and blood to his apoſtles ; 
the ſubſtance of bread and wine being by his powerful 
words changed into his own bedy and blood, the /pecies or 
appearances of the bread and wine remaining as before. 
The ſame he believes of the moſt holy ſacrament of the 
Euchariſt, conſecrated now by prieſts; that it really con- 
tains the body of Chriſt, which was delivered for us ; and 
his blood, which was ſhed for the remiſſion of ſins : which 
being there united with the diwinity, he confeſſes whole 
Chriſt to be preſent, And him he adores and acknow- 
ledges his redeemer, and not any bread or wine. And for 
the believing of this »y/ery, he does not at all thiok it. 
meet for any chriſtian to appeal from Chriſt's avord, to his 
own ſenſes or reaſon, for the examining the truth of what 
he has ſaid, but rather to ſubmit his /z»/es and reaſon to 
Chriſt's word: in the obſequiouſneſs of faith: and that be- 
ing a ſon of Abrabam, it is more becoming him to believe 
as Abraham did, promptly, with a faith ſuperior to all 
ſenſe or reaſon, and whither theſe could never lead him. 
With zhzs faith it is he believes every nyſtery of his reli- 
gion, the trinity, incarnation, &c. With this faith he 
believes that what deſcended upon our Saviour at his bap- 
tiſm in Jordan, was really the Holy Ghof?, though /en/es 
or rea ſon could diſcover it to be nothing but a dowe ; with. 
this faith he believes that the man that Jo/bua ſaw ſtand- 
ing over - againſt him with his ſword drawn, (79h. v. 13.) 
and the three men that Abraham entertained in the plains 
of ene (Gen. xviii.) were really and ſubſtantially zo. 
men; 
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men; and that notwithſtanding all the information and 
evidence of ſenſe, from their colour, features, proportion, 
talking, eating, &c. of their being nen; yet, without 
any diſcredit to his ſenſes, he really believes they were no 
ſuch thing, becauſe God's word has aſſured him of the 
contrary : and with is faith he believes Chriſt's body and 
Blood to be really preſent in the bleſſed ſacrament, though, 
to all outward appearance, there is nothing more than 
bread and wine: Thus, not at all hearkening to his /z»/es 
in a matter where God ſpeaks, he unfeignedly confeſſes, 
that he that made the world of nothing by his ſole word: 
that cured diſeaſes by his word: that raiſed the dead by 
his word:: that commanded the winds and ſeas : that mul- 
tiplied bread : that changed water into wine by his word, 
and finners into juſt men, cannot want power to change 
bread and wine into his own body and blood by his /o/e 
word, And this without danger of multiplying his body, 
of making as many Chriſts as Altars, or leaving the right 
hand of his Father. But only by giving to his body a /u- 
pernatural manner of exiftence; by which, being without 
extenſion of parts, rendered independent of place, it may 
be one and the ſame in many places at once, and whole 
in every part of the ſymbols, and not obnoxious to any. 
corporeal contingencies. And this kind of exiſtence is no 
more, than what in a manner he beſtows upon every glo- 
rified body : than what his own body had, when born with- 
out the leaſt violation of his mother's virginal integrity: 
when he aroſe from the dead, out of the ſepulchre, with- 
out removing the ſtone: when he entered amongſt his diſ- 
ciples, the doors being ſhut. And though he cannot un- 
derſtand how this is done, yet he undoubtedly believes, 
that God is able to do more than he is able to underſtand. 


6. Of Merits and Good-works. 


HE Papiſi miſrepreſented believes Chriſt's death and 
paſſion to be ineſfectual, and infignificant, and that 
he has no dependance upon the merits of his ſufferings, or the 
mnercy of God for the obtaining ſalvation; but that he is to 
be Javed by his own merits. And, for this reaſon, he is 
\O = 8 A 5 75 very 
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very zealouſly buſy in faſting, in watching, in going in pro- 
ceſſion, in wearing hair-ſrpirts, and uſing a thouſand fuch 
like mortifications: And having done this, he thinks himſelf 
nat at all bebolden to God for his ſalvation, and that to give 
him heaven, will be no favour : It being now his due, upon 
the account of his own meritorious atchievements, without 
any God-a-mercy to Chriſt's paſſion, or his maker” s goodneſs. 


£ b "HE Papiſt truly repreſented believes it damnable to 

ſay that Chriſt's death and paſſion is ineffectual and 
inſignificant: And that it is the doctrine of devils to be- 
lieve, that he has no dependance for his falvation upon 
the merits of Chriſt's ſufferings, or the mercy of God; 


but only upon his own merits and good works. It is his 


faith to believe, that of ourſelves we are not ſufficient, fo 
much as to think a good thought, that the grace by which 
we are juſtified, is given us purely gratis upon the account 
of Chriſt's merits; moreover, that no man, how juſt ſo- 


ever, can merit any thing, either in this life, or in that 


to come, independent on the merits and paſſion of Jeſus 
Chriſt. Nevertheleſs, that through the merits of Chriſt, 
the good works of a juſt man proceeding from grace, are 
ſo acceptable to God, that through his goodnes and pro- 
miſe, they are truly meritorious of eternal life. And this 
he has learned from the apoſtle, (2 77m. iv. 8.) where he 
is taught, that there is a crown of juſtice, which our Lord, 
a juſt judge, will render at the laſt day, not only to Saint 
Paul, but alſo to all thoſe, that ſhall have fought a good 
fight, and conſummated their courſe, kept the faith, and 
loved. his coming. Knowing therefore that at the day of 
judgment, he is to receive according to his works ; he en- 
deavours by good works to make his wocation' and election 
fare, (2 Peter 1. 10.) And in following this counſel, he 
thinks he no more offends againſt the fulneſs of the merits 
of Chriſt, or God's mercy, than the apoſtle does in giv- 
ing it, 8 To 


7. Of 
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7. Of Confeſſion. . 


T: HE Papiſt miſrepreſented believes it part of his religion 


to make gods of men; fooliſhly thinking that theſe have 


powver to forgive fins. And therefore as often as he finds 


his conſcience oppreſſed with the guilt of his offences, he calls 


for one of his prieſts, and having run over a catalogue of 


his fans, he aſes of him pardon and forgiveneſs. And what 
is maſt abſurd of ail, he is ſo ſtupid as to believe, that, if 
his Ghoſtly Father, after he has heard all bis willainies in 

his ear, dies but pronounce three or four Latin words, over 

his head, his fins are forgiven him, although he had never 

any thoughts of amendment, or intention to forſake his wick- 
eane/s. ; 


5 TH E Papiſt truly repreſented believes it damnable in any 


religion to make gods of men. However he firmly 
holds, that when Chriſt ſpeaking to his Apoſtles ſaid, (Job. 
xx. 21.) Receive ye the Holy Ghoſt 3 wohnſe fins you ſhall 
forgive, they are forgiven, and whoſe fins yon ſhall retain, 
they are retained : he gave them, and their ſucceſſors, the 
biſhops and prieſts of the catholick chureh, authority to 
abſolve any truly penitent ſinner from his fins. And God 
having thus given them the miniſtry of reconciliation, and 
made them Chrifi*s legates, (2 Cor. v. 18, 19, 20.) Crit 
miniſters, and the diſpenſers of the myſteries of Chriſt, (i Cor. 
iv.) and given them power that whatſoever they looſe on 
earth ſhall be losſed in Heaven, (Matt. xviii. 18.) he un- 
doubtedly believes, that whoſoever comes to them making 
a ſincere and humble confzon of his ſins, with a true re- 
pentance and a firm purpoſe of amendment, and a hearty 
reſolution of turning from his evil ways, may from them 
receive ab/o/ution, by the authority given them from hea- 
ven, and no doubt but God ratifies above the ſentence 
pronounced in that tribunal ; /oofing in heaven wwhatſnewer 
is thus looſed by them on earth. And that, whoſoever comes 
without the due preparation, without a repentance from 
the bottom of his heart, and real intention of forſaking 
his ſins, receives no benefit by the ab/o/ution ; but adds fin 
to 
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to ſin, by a high contempt of God's mercy, and abuſe io o

8. Of Indulgences. 


TH E Papiſt miſrepreſented beliewes, that his 305 father 


the Pope can give him leave te commit what fins he 
pleaſeth; eſpecially, if he can make him a preſent of a 
round ſum of money, he never need doubt of an indulgence 
or pardon for himſelf and his heirs for ever, for all ſorts 
of crimes or wickedneſs, he, or any of his poſterity may have 
convenience of falling into. And having this commiſhon 
in pocket, under the Pope's broad. ſeal, he may be confident 
that Chrift auill confirm and ſtand to all that his Vicar 
upon earth has granted, and not call him to any account for 


any thing he has done, although he ſhould chance to die with- 


out the leaft remorſe of conſcience, or repentance for his fins. 


THE Papiſt truly repreſented believes it damnable to 
hold, that the Pope, or any other power in heaven or 
earth, can give him leave to commit any ſins whatſoever: 
or that for any ſum of money he can obtain an i2dulgence 
or pardon for ſins that are to be committed by him, or his 
heirs, hereafter. He firmly believes that no ſins can be 
forgiven, without a true and hearty repentance : But that 
ſtill, there is a power in the church of granting indulgences, 
by which, as he 1s taught in his catechiſm, nothing more 
is meant than a releaſing, to ſuch as are truly penitent, the 
debt of temporal puniſhment, which remained due on ac- 
count of thoſe ſins, which as to the guilt and eternal pu- 
niſhment had been already remitted by repentance and 
confeſſion. For, we ſee in the caſe of king David, 


2 Samuel xii. 10, 11, 12, 13, 14. that the debt of the 


temporal puniſhment is not always remitted, when the 
guilt of the fin is remitted; and as the church of God 
from the beginning was ever convinced of this truth, 
therefore, beſides the hearty repentance and confeſſion, 


which ſhe inſiſted upon in order for the diſcharge of the 


guilt of fin; ſhe alſo required ſevere penances (ſometimes 
Lf three, ſeven, ten years ar more) for the diſcharge -

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fron, the prieſt enjoins him a penance; by the performance of 


tian, and that Chrift is his Saviour ; yet by his little truſt- 


hi; crucitix informs him, that is, a meer wooden one. 
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the debt of the temporal puniſhment, due to divine juſ- 
tice. Now the releaſing or moderating for juſt cauſes theſe 
penalties incurred by fin is called an indulgence. And the 
power of Jeng ſuch indulgences is viſibly implied in 
the promiſe of the keys, and of binding and loo/ing made to 
the p:ſtors of the church, St. Matt. xvi. 19. And the 
exerciſe of this power was frequent in the primitive 
church : and is even authoriſed by the example of St. 
Paul himſelf, who granted ſuch an indulgence to the in- 
ceſtuous Corinthian, 2 Cor. ii. 10. forgiving, as he ſays, 


in the perſon of Chriſt ; that is, by the power and autho. 


rity he had received from him. Now the good works 
which are uſually required for the obtaining indulgences, 


are prayer, faſting, viſiting churches, confeſſion, com- 


munion, and almſdeeds: But what money there is given 
at any time on this account, concerns not at all the Pope's 
coffers, but is by every one given as they pleaſe, either to 
the poor, to the ſick, to priſoners, &c. where they judge 
it moſt charity. As to the reſt, if any abuſes have been 
committed in granting or gaining indulgences, through the 
default of ſome particular perſons; theſe cannot in juſtice 


be charged upon the church, to the prejudice of her faith 


and doctrine; eſpecially, fince ſhe has been ſo careful in 
the retrenching them'; as may be ſeen by what was done 
in the council of Trent. Decreto de indulgentiis. | 


9. Of Satisfaftion. 


TH E Papiſt wth eee believes very injurioufly of 
-* Chriſt's paſſion, being perſuaded, that his ſufferings and 
death avere not ſufficiently ſatisfafory for our fins; but 
that it is neceſſary for every one to make ſatisfaction for 
themſelves. And for this end, after he has been at confeſ- 


ewhich, he is to ſatisfy for his offences : And thus confidently 
relying upon his owon penitential works, be utterly evacuates 
Chriſt's paſſion ; and though he profeſſes himſelf a Chriſ- 
ing to him, he ſeems to think him to be no better, than what 
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TE E Papiſt truly repreſented believes it damnable to 
= think injuriouſly of Chriſt's paſſion. Nevertheleſs he 
believes that though condign /atisfadtion for the guilt of 
fin, and'the pain eternal due to it, be proper only to Chriſt 
our Saviour: yet that penitent ſinners being redeemed by 
Chrift, and made his members, may in ſome meaſure /a- 
tisfy by prayer, faſting, alms, &c. for the zemporal pain, 
which by order of God's Juſtice, ſometimes remains due 
after the guilt, and the eternal painare remitted. So that 
truſting in Chriſt as his redeemer, he yet does not think 
that by Chriſt's ſufferings every chriſtian is diſcharged of 
his particular wur ; but that every one is to ſuffer 
ſomething for himſelf, as Saint Paul did, who by many 
tribulations, and by ſuffering in his own fleſb, filled up that 
<which was behind of the paſſions of Chriſt; and this not 
only for him/elf, but for the whole church, (Coloff. i, 24.) 
and this he finds every where in /cripture, viz. People 
admoniſhed of the greatneſs of their fins, doing penance 
ties, endeavouring to ſatisfy the divine juſtice. And theſe 
perſonal ſatis fa&ions God has ſufficiently alſo minded him 
of, in the puniſhments inflicted. on Moe. Aaron, Dawid, 
and infinite others; and even in the afflictions ſent by God 


in ſofling, fackeloth and aſhes, and by voluntary auſteri- 


upon our own age, in plagues, wars, fires, perſetutions, 


rebellions ; and ſuch like: Which, few are ſo ather/tical, 
but they confeſs to be ſent from heaven for the ju chaſ- 
tiſements of our ſins; and which we are to undergo, not- 
withſtanding the finite ſatigfaction made by Chriſt, and 
without any underyaluing it. Now being thus convinced 
of ſome temporal puniſhment: being due to his ſins, he ac- 


cepts of all tribulations, whether in body, name; or eſtate, 


from whenceſoever they come, and, with others of his 
own chuſing, offers them up to God, for the diſcharging 
this debt; fill confeſſing, that his offences deſerve. yet 
more. But theſe penitential works he is taught to be no 
otherwiſe ſatiifaclery, than as joined and applied to that 
ſatisfaction which Jefus made upon the croſs ; in virtue of 
_ which alen, all our good works find a grateful acceptance 
min God's fight, _ WAA: 22 .

He gives it all reſpe& due to the 
word of God; he owns it to be of greateſt authority upon 
earth, and that it is capable of leading a man to all truth, 
when it is rightly underſtood. But to any one that iſ⸗ 
under ſtands it, and takes it in any other ſenſe, than what 
was intended by the Holy Ghoſt; he believes it to ſuch a 
one, to be no ſcripture, no word of God: that to ſuch a 
one, it is no rule of faith; nor judge of controverſies ; and 
that what he thinks to be the dorine of Chriſt, and com- 
mand of heaven, 1s nothing but. his own imagination and 
the ſuggeſtion of the devil. And ſince by the experience 
of ſo many hundred here/ies fince our Saviour's time, all 
pretending to be grounded on ſcripture, he ſinds that 
almoſt every text of the bible, and even thoſe that con- 
cern the moſt e/tntial and fundamental points of the 
chrifiian religion, have been interpreted ſeveral ways;

terpretation of the church, cannot be to every private per- 
ſon the whole rule of his faith. Not that there is any 
authority wanting on the /cripture fide ; but becauſe: no 
private perſon can be certain, whether amongſt all the 


ſeveral meanings every text is liable to, that which he 


underſtands it in, is the right, or no. And without this 


certainty of trutb, and ſecurity from error, he knows 
there is nothing capable of being a ſufficient rule of his 


faith.

Whilſt the Selief of the church remains pure and untaint- 

ed; and experiences the truth of what St. Paul foretold, 
that grievous wolves all enter in among yau, nat ſparing 
the flock : Alſo of your own ſelues ſaall men. ariſe, ſpeaking 
perverſe things, to draw away diſciples: after them, (A 


XX. v. 29, 30.) Which, as it proved true even in the apoſtles 


time by the fall of Micholas and ſeveral others, ſo it has 
been verified in all ages ſince, by turbulent and preſuming 
ſpirits, broaching new doctrines, and making /eparations 
and /chiſms ; But this without caſting any more aſperſion 
on the church or congregation of the faithſul, than the 
{all of Judas did on the apoftles, or the rebellion of Lu- 
cifer on the hierarchy of angelt. - Neither does it reflect 
at all on the church's authority, or make the truth of her 
doctrine queſtionable to him; that many of her eminent 


members and prelates have been, or are enormous finners: 


Becauſe he is convinced that the promiſe, of God's conti- 
nua and un-interrupted aſſiſtance to his church are not to 
be made void by the wickedneſs of ꝑaxticular men, in how 
great dignities ſoever. | | 


16. Of the Pope. 


THE Papiſt miſrepreſented believes the Pope to be-bis 
great God, and to be far above all the angels. That 


Chrift is no longer head of the church, but that thi: holy 
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father hath taken his place ; ; and that whatſoever he orders, 
decrees or commands, is to be received by his flock, with the 
Same respect, ſubmiſſion and awe, as if Chriſt had ſpoken it 
by his oaun mouth. For that his holineſs (having once re- 
ceived the triple crown on his head,) is now no longer liable

T HE Papiſt truly e believes the Pope 1 to be 
none of his God, neither great nor little; that he is 


not above the angels, but only a nan. He believes that 


Cbriſt, as he is ſupreme maſter, governor and lord of all 
created things, ſo alſo of his church, of which he ac- 
knowledges him to be the founder and bead. But as, 

_ notwithſtanding this loraſbip and headſbip of Chriſt over 


all things, every father of a family owns himſelf to be 
maſter of it under Chriſt ; and every king is confeiſed 


fupreme lord and governor of his dominions under God: 
o alſo, he believes, that there is a paſtor, governor and 
bead of Chrift's\ church under Chriſt, to wit, the Pope, or 

' Biſhop. of Rome, who is the ſucceſſor of St. Peter, to 
whom Chriſt committed the care of his fork; and who 
hath. been followed now by a viſible fucceſſion of about 


250 Biſhops acknowledged. as ſuch in all ages, by the 


chriſtian world. And now believing the Pope, to enjoy 
this dignity, he looks upon himſelf obliged to ſhew him 
that reſpect, ſubmiſſion and obedience, which is due to 
his place, a thing no body can in reaſon or conſcience 
deny to any one in rule, or that has any ſuperiority. 
Neither does he make any doubt, but God aſſiſts thoſe 
who have this High charge with a particular helping grace 
with reſpect to their office and function, for the benefit of 
the whole flock : though he is not obliged to believe 
them infallible, (this being a point never defined by the 
church) much leſs impeccable. 


17. Of Diſpenations 


| * H E Papiſt miſrepreſented believes, Ba the Pope Bar 
authority to diſpenſe with the Jaws of God; and ab- 
fulve 9 8 880 the e of keeping the commana- 


ment 5. 
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ments. So that, if he has but his holy father's leave, he 
may confidently diſlemble, lie, and forſwear himſelf in all 
avhatſoever he pleaſes, and never be in danger of being 
called to an account at the laſt day ; eſpecially if his lying 
and forſwearing was for the common good of the church: 

there being then a ſure reward prepared for him in heaven, 
as a recompence for his good intentions and heroick atchieve-' 
merts. And if at any time he ſhould chance to be catebed 
in the management of any of tbeſe publick church-concerns, 

and being obnoxious to penal laaus, ſhould have ſentence of 
death paſſed on him; he has liberty at his laſt hour, on the 
ſcaffold or ladder, to make a publick deteſtation of all 

ſuch crimes ; to make proteſtations of his innocence ; to call 
God to witneſs, that he dies unjuſily; and that as he is im- 

mediately to appear before the ſupreme judge, he knows no 
more of any ſuch deſigns, and is as clear from the guilt of 
them as the child unborn, And this ' though the evidence 

againſt him be as clear as noon-day, though the jury be 
never ſo impartial, and the judge newer ſo conſcientious. 

For that he hawing taken the ſacrament and oath of ſe- 

crecy, and received abſolution, or a diſpenſation from the 
Pope, may then lie, ſwear, forſwear, and proteſt, all 
that he pleaſes without ſcruple, with a good conſcience, 
chriſtian- like, holy and canonically. : * 


T HE Papiſt truly repreſented believes; that the Pope 

has no authority to diſpenſe with the laaus of God; 
and that there is no pozver upon earth can ab/olve any one 
from the cbligation of keeping the commandments ; or 
give leave to lie or forſavear ; or make, that the breaking 
of any the leaſt divine precept, ſhall not be accountable for 


at the day of judgment. He is taught by his church in 


all books of direction, in all catechiſms, in all ' ſermons, 
that every lie is a ſin; that to call God to witneſs to an 
untruth is damnable; that it ought not to be done to ſave 
the whole world; that whoſoever does it, either for his 
own perſonal account, or for the intereſt of church or pope, 
or whaiſoever elſe, muſt of neceſſity anſwer for it at the 
laſt day, ard expect his portion with the devil and his 
angels, if unrepented of: and that no one can give leave 
1 for 


H 
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for lying, perjury, or committing any ſin; or even pretend 
ds it, unleſs it be the devil himſelf, or ſome deviliſh mi- 

niflers of his, ſuch as he deteſts in his heart, and utterly 
abominates. And in conſequence to this he believes, that 
Wwhoſoever at the hour of his death denies any crime, of 
which he is guilty, and ſwears himſelf: to be innocent, 
when be is not ſo; can have no hope of mercy-: but de- 
parting out of this world an enemy to God, and the 
truth, and with a lie in his mouth, can expect no reward, 
but from the father of lies. And this, whatſoever his 
crime was, whether incurred by an undertaking for mo- 
tber · church, or no; and whatſoever his pretences for the 
denial of the truth Were, whether abſolutions, diſpenſa- 
tions, the ſacrament or oath of ſecrecy, or whatſoever elſe: 
nothing of · theſe being capable of excuſing him in lies or 
perjuiy, or making them to be innocent, and not diſpleaſing 
to God. Nor indeed did he ever hear of theſe . 


talked on diſpenſations and abſolutions, from any prieſts of 


his church, either in ſermons or confeſſions; he never 
read of them in his books and cathechiſms; be never 
ſaw the practice of them in any of his communion; it 
having been their cuſtom, ever ſince oaths. were firſt, de- 
viſed agaiuſt them, rather to ſuffer the loſs of their goods, 
baniſhments, impriſonments, torments, and death- itſelf, 
than for/avear themſelves, or proteſt the leaſt untruth. 
And it is not out of the memory of man, that ſeveral' 
might have ſaved their eſtates, and lives too, would they 
have ſubſcribed, and owned but one lie; and yet refuſed: 
it; chuſing rater to die infamouſly, than prejudice their 
conſcience With an untruthi. So that it ſeems a great 
myſtery to him, that thoſe of his profeſſion ſhould have 
leave and diſpenſations to lie and forſwear themſelves at 
pleaſure, and yet that they ſhould need nothing elſe but 
Hing and perjury for the quiet enjoy ment of their eſtates, 
for the ſaving their lives, for the obtaining places of higheſt 
command, and dignity; ſuch as would be extraordinarily 
adlvantageous for their cauſe, and the intereſt of their 
church. And yet- that they-ſhould generally chuſe rather 
to forego all theſe ſo conſiderable conveniencies, than 
ance lie or forwear themſelves. And is it not another

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reat myſtery, that theſe diſpenſations for lying and 
Roeathig ſhould be according to the received dofrine of 
his church; and yet that he, or any of his communion, 
were never inſtructed nor informed of any ſuch diabolical 


point? nay, had never come to the knowledge of it, 
had it not been for the information received frem ſome 


zealous adverſaries, ſuch as relate either meerly pon tru/?, 
or elſe ſuch as have received a diſpenſation of lying from 
the devil, that they might charge the like doctrine on 
the church of Rome and the pope. ME THE 


18. Of the depoſing- Power. 


'T HE Papiſt miſrepreſented believes, that the Pope has 
1 authority to diſpenſe _ with bis allegiance 10 his 
prince; and that he needs no longer be a loyal ſubje, and 
maintain the rights, privileges and authority: of his king, 
than the pope will give him leave. And that if this 
mighty father Gould think fit to thunder out an excommu- 
nication againſt him, then he ſhall be deemed the beſt ſu*- 


jeck, and moſt chriſtian, that. ſhall take up. arms. againſt 


him, and make him a ſacrifice to. Rome: ſo that there can be 
uo greater danger to à king, than to haue popiſnh ſubje#s ; 
he holding his life amongſi them only at the pope's pleaſure. 


FF is no part of the faith of the Papiſt ee 
to believe, that the Pope has authority to diſpenſe with 
his allegiarce to his ſovereign, or that he gan deteſe princes 
upon any account whatſoever; or give leave to their 
ſubjects to take up arms againſt. them, and endeavour 
their ruin. He krows that the de power bas been 
maintained by ſome diæ ines of his church, and that it is 
in their opinion annexed to the papal chair. He knows 
likewiſe that ſome popes have endeavoured to act accord - 
ing to thit power, but he alſo knows that this doctrine 
is ſo far from being looked upon as an article of the 
catholic faith, that it is as earneſtly oppoſed by the 
French papiſts, as it is by Engliſh proteſtants. And as 
for any danger ariſing to kings from having popiſh ſub- 


jetes, it is very well known that princes in popiſh coun- 
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tries fit as ſafe on their thrones, and enjoy as much peace 
and ſecurity, as any other princes whatſoever ; and that 
the pafifts here in England can give as good proofs of 
their loyalty, and that to proteſtant kings, as the beſt of 

thoſe that clamour ſo loud againſt them, | Wt. 


159. Of Communion in one kind. | 
TH E Papiſt miſrepreſented believes, that be is no longey 
obliged to obey Chriſt's commands, than his church 
will give him leave; and that therefore, though Chriſt 
7n/lituted the ſacrament under both kinds, and commanded 
7t to be received ſo by all; yet le thinks it not neceſſary, 
for any to do fo now, but prieſts ; becauſe his charch, 
Forſooth, hath forbidden the cup to the laity; and put 
a flop to the precept of Chriſi, Drink ye all of this, 
(Mat. xxvi) tart 1 ; : 


7E HE Papiſt truly repreſented believes, that he is obliged 
to obey all the commands of Chriſt : and that neither 

his church, nor any other poxver upon earth can limit, 
alter, or annul any precept of divine inſtitution, contrary 
to the intention of the /awv-giver. Neither is the denial 
of the cup to the laity, a practice any ways oppoſite to this 
his Selief: he being taught, that though Chriſt inſtituted 
the Bleſſed ſacrament under both kinds, and ſo delivered 
it to his apoſtles, who only were then preſent, and whom 
he then made Prie/?s ; yet he gave no command, that it 
ſhould be received by all the Faithful: but left this in- 
afferent, as is evident from his own words, where he 
attributes the obtaining life everlaſting (which is the end 
of the inſtitution) no leſs to the receiving in one kind, 
than to the receiving under both kinds; as when he ſays, 
If any man eat of this bread, he ſhall live for ever. He 
that eats me, even he ſhall live by me. He that eats of 
this bread ſhall live for ever, (John vi. 51, 57, 58.) 
And a curious reader may find as many texts for thus re- 
ceiving under one kind, as for the other. And St. Au- 
guſtine was of opinion, that Chriſt himſelf adminiſtered 
the ſacrament to ſome of his diſciples under one _ 
4 On Ys 
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frauded of any thing? For believing the real preſence of 
Chriſt in the /acrament, he conſequently believes whole 
and living Jeſus to be intircly contained under either ſpe- 
cies: And that (receiving one kind) he is truly partaker of 
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only, viz. to thoſe two going to Emmaus (Luke xxiv. 20.) 
And that the apoſtles afterwards did often practiſe the like, 
when they afſembled, to. break bread, (Ads ii, &c.) 
which place, he and other. fathers explain of the /acra- 
ment, (Aug. l. de Cons. Evang. c. 49.) And that it was 
the cuſtom of the primitive chriſtians, to give it under ane 
kind, to children, to the fick, and to the faithful in time 
of perſecution; and that men on a journey uſed to carry 
it -with them, is atteſted both by antient writers, and 
modern hiſtorians. Nay, he finds, that it was the prac- 
tice of the church, to communicate under one kind only, 
or elſe under Both, as every one thought good, for the 
firſt four hundred years after Chriſt: and that the firſt 
precept of receiving under both kinds, was given to the 
faithful by Pope Leo I. in the year 443, and confirmed 
by Pope Gelafius in 490, not for the correcting any abuſe, 
that had crept into the church, but for the-diſcovering 
the Manichees, who (being of opinion, that Chriſt had 
no true blood, and that <vine was the gall of the Devil) 
uſed to lurk among the chriſtiaus, and receiving under 
the form of bread only, as the reſt did, remained undi- 


ſtinguiſhed, till by this obligation of all receiving the cap, 


(which they judged unlawful and abominable) they were 
detected. And now, if a thing (till that time indifferent, 
was for theſe motives determined by an Eccleſiaſlical pre- 
cept, and ſo obſerved for ſome hundred years, without 
ſcruple or queſtioning the autharity; why ſhould he doubt 
to ſubmit to the ſame authoritzy, when (upon different 
motives, and circumſtances,) they iſſue forth another pre- 
cept 7 Few doubt of this, in the matter of eating ftrang/ed 
meat and blood; which, though forbid by the apoſtles, 
(Act, xv.) and ſo at that time unlawful, is now, and 


upon other circumitances, become a thing indifferent, and 


like other things. And why then ſhould he ſcraple in 
this, eſpecially ſince there is no injury done, nor he de-

20. Of the Maſs. 


THE Papiſt miſrepreſented believes an inſufficiency in 
the ſacrifice made by Chriſt upon the Croſs : And that 
his death will little avail ws in order to our redemption, 
unleſs abe, by daity ſacrificing him to his Father, perfect 
what he began. And therefore, little taking notice of 
St. Paul's cords to the Hebrews, (Chap. x. 14.) where 
he ſays, that Chriſt our High-Prieft by one oblation hath 
perfected for ever them that are ſanctified; he thinks he 
Gall never be ſanfified, but by the offering made by his 
Maſs-Prieſts apon their Altars, when they ſay Maſs. 


THE Papiſt truly repreſented believes that the ſacrifice 
made by Chriſt upon the Croſs was altogether /uf- 
cient ; That by it he ſaved and redeemed us, paying the 
debt of fin, and ſatisfying the infinite j;xftice of his Father. 
That by it he procured for us all means for our ſalvation 3 
all graces in order for faith and good works, all the ſacra- 
ments, and which of all things is moſt honourable to God, 
the offering of a ſacrifice. Bat as Chriſt's avor/rpping of 
God, Chriſt's faſting, Chriſt's praying and ſuffering for us, 
does not hinder or evacuate our wwor/272ping of God, our 
falling, our ſuffering, our praying for ourſelves ; ſo neither 
did his ſacrifice hinder or evacuate all /acr/fices for ever. 
And as he inftituted faſting, praying, and ſuffering for 
his followers, that by fo doing, they might apply what 
he did to themſelves ; fo alſo he inftituted a ſacrifice ; that 
by it they might apply the merits of bis ſacr/fice, and 
make it beneficial to their ſouls. So that though he 
firmly believes, that Chriſt offered /acrifice for our re- 
demption, and by one only offering, {ſpoken of by St. Pau) 
perfected by way of redemption the ſanfiification of all 
thoſe that are ſanQified: Vet he alſo believes, that to 
receive the benefit of this offering, we muſt alſo do cur 
parts, by our good avorks concurring with Chriſt, and in 
10me manner purifying our en ſelves, 1 Joh. ii. 3. and 
| g th therefore 
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therefore not omit the ef? of all works, which is /acrifice - 
Which our Saviour F./#s Chriſt inſtituted at his laſt 'ſup- 
per, when leaving unto us his Body and Blood under two 
diſtinct ſpecies of Bread and Wine, he bequeathed as a 
legacy to his apoſtles, not only a ſacramens, but alſo a 


in Sacrifice: A commemorati ue ſacrifice, lively repreſenting 
at in an unbloody manner, the bloody ſacrifice, which was 
on, offered for us upon the Croſs ; and by a diftin&ion of the 
2 ſymbols, diſtinctly Saving forth his (Chriſt's) death until 
of he come.

but of late years; being that pure offerivy which tlie pro- 
phet Malachy foretold ſhould be vffered-among the gentile: 
zn every.place, Mal. i. 11. as this text was ever under- 
ſtood by the ancient fathers. a: 


| 2212. Of Purgatory. 
4 PHE Papiſt miſrepreſented believes, contrary to all rea 
T fon, to tbe word of God, and to all antiquity, bas, be- 
ſides heaven and hell, there is a third place which his church 
7s pleaſed to call Purgatory 3 à place intended purely fer 
thoſe of his communion, here they may tafily bade ad. 
mittance after this life, without danger of falling into Hell; 
for, that though Hell was deſigned irſt, fur the puniſoment 
of farmers; yet (that now, you the bleſſed diſcovery of 
Purgatory) Hell may eafily be ſeipped owir ; und an cter- 
nal damnation awvided, for an exchanze of ſome ſhort pe- 
nalty undergone in this Pope's priſonn. 
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HE Papiſt truly repreſented believes it damnable to 

admit of any thing for faith, that is contrary to 
reaſon, the word of God, and all antiquity : But that the 
being of a third place (called purgatory) is ſo far from be- 
ing contrary to all, or any of theſe, that it is atteſted, 
confirmed, and eſtabliſhed by them all. It is expreſly 
taught in the ſecond of the Machabees, c. xii. where 
money was ſent to Feraſalem, for ſacrifices to be offered 
for the ſlain, and it is recommended as holy and wholeſome 
to pray for the dead that they may be looſed from their 
fins. Now theſe two books of Machabees were certainly 
held in great veneration by all antiquity : and as St. Au- 
gef ine informs us (L. xviii.. 4e civ. Dei) were then ac- 
counted canonical by the church. The being alſo of a 
third place is plainly intimated by our Saviour. (Matth. xii. 
32.) where he ſays, ach e r ſpeaks againſt the Holy Ghoſt, 
it ſhall not be forgiven bim, neither in this world, neither 
in the zyorld to come. By which words Chr:i/t evidently 
ſuppoſes, that (though theſe ſhall not) yet ſome fins are 
- forgiven in the world to come: Which fince it cannot be 
in Heawen, where no ½in can enter; nor in Hell, where 
there is no remiſſion; it muſt neceſſarily be in ſome 
middle-flate: And in this ſenſe it was underſtood by St. Au- 
guſtine above thirteen hundred years ago. (Civ. Dei. Il. 21. 
c. 13, & 24. & lib. 6. cont. Fulian. c. 15.) ſo alſo by 
© St. Gregory the Great, (L. 4. Dial. c. 39.) In the ſame 
manner does St. Auguſtine, underitand thoſe: words of 
St. Paul, (1 Cor. iii. 15.) He himſelf hall be ſawed : yet 
Jo as by fire. Where he thinks him to ſpeak of a purg- 
ing fire, (Aug. in Pſal. 37.) So the ſame father. under- 
lands that priſon of which St. Peter ſpeaks, (1 Pet. iii. 19) 
to be ſome place of temporal cha ſtiſement, (Aug. Ep. 99) 
And if this great Doctor of the church in thoſe purer 
times, found ſo often in the bible, a place of pains, after 
_. this life, from whence there was releaſe ; how can any 
one ſay, without preſumption, that the being of a 7hird 
place, is contrary to the word of God? Neither can the 
antiquity of this doctrine be more juſtly called in queſtion, 
of which is found ſo early mention not only by wy holy 

: | | ather; 
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father; but by divers others his predeceſſors, who came 
not long after the apoſtles, and were the en- 5. of 
their doctrine, (See Ha SS. Perpet & elicit. mentione 4 
and approved by S. Auguſtine l. 1. de Anima & ejus Ort g. 
c. 10. J. 3. c. 9. &. 4. c. 18. Tertullian l. de Cor. Mil. 
c. 3. 1. de menogamia. S. Cyprian, Ep. 65. ad Cler. 
Arnobius J. 4. contra Gen. &c &c. &c.) And as for 252 
reaſonableneſs of this tenet: his reaſon convinces him, 
1. That every fin, how ſlight ſoever, though no more than 
an idle word, as it is an offence of God, deſerves. punuh- 


ment from him, and will be puniſhed by him hereafter if 


not cancelled by repentance here. 2. That ſuch imall 
fins do not deſerve eternal puniſhment. 3. That few de- 
part this life ſo pure as to be totally exempt from ſpots of 
this nature, and from every kind of debt to God's juſtice. 
4. Therefore that few will eſcape without ſuffering ſoine- 
thing from his juſtice for ſuch «debrs which they have 
carried with them out of this world; according to that 
rule of divine juſtice by which he treats every ſoul here- 
after according to their works, and according to the ſlate 
in which he finds them in death. Thus his reaſon con- 
vinces him that there muſt be ſome third place, for, finte 
the infinite good:ef5 of God can admit nothing into heaven, 
which is not clean, and pure from all fin both great aza _ 
ſmall, And his infinite juſtice can permit none to Te- 
ceive the reward of b/iſs, who as yet are not out of debt, 
but have ſomething in juſtice to ſuffer : There muſt of 
neceſſity be ſome place or fate, where ſouls, departing 
this life, pardoned as to the eternal gailt or pain, yet 
c bnoxious to ſome temporal penalty, or with the guilt of 
ſome venial faults, are purged and purified before their 
admittance into heaven. And this is what he is taught 
concerning purgatory. Which, though be knows not: 
wwhere it is, of ewhat nature the pains are, or Lov long cach 
foul is detained there; yet he believes, that thoſe; that 
are in this place, being the /iving members of Jeſus Chriſt; 
are relieved by the prayers of their fellow. members here 
on earth, as alſo by alms and maſſes offered up to God 
for their ſouls. And as for ſuch as have no relations or 
friends to pray for them, or give alms, or procure maſſes 
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ſor their relief; they are not neglected by the church, 
which makes a general commemoration of all the faith - 
ful departed in every maſs, and in every one of the ca- 
nonical hours of the divine office. _ 


22. Of praying in an unknown Langue. 


ds % HE Papiſt miſrepreſented i, counſeled by bis church, 
1 70 be preſent at ſermons, but never permitted to hear 
any, be is able to underſtand; they being all delivered in 
an unknown tongue. He is taught to pray, but it muſt be 
in latin. He is commanded to affift at the church ſervice, 
and ia hear maſs, but it muſt be without underfianding a 
word; it being all performed in a language, of which he 
2: altogether ignorant. And thus he is miſerably deprived 
of all the ccmfortable benefits of chriſtianity: hearing, but 
vithout under landing z {raying, but without reaping fruit; 
afſiſting at publick aſſemblies, but [:ke a ſtock or ſtone, 
evithout feeling, or any the leaſt fenſe of devotion. 


| PHE Papiſt *ruly repreſented is counſelled by his church 

to be preſent at ſermons, ſuch as he is able to under- 
ſtand, they being always delivered in the <u/gar language 
of-every-country : In France, French: in Spain, Spaniſh: in 
Italy, Italian: in England (if permitted) Engliſh. They 
being purely intended for the good inſtruction af the con- 
gregation preſent. He is taught to pray, and always pro- 
vided with ſuch books of devotion as be is capable of un- 
derſtanding; every nation being well furniſhed with ſuch 
helps extant in the language proper to the country. He 
is commanded to aſſiſt at the church ſervice, and to hear 
Maſs; and in this he is inſtructed, not ſo much to un- 
derſtand the words, as to know what is done. For the 
Maſs being a ſacrifice, wherein is daily commemorated 
the death and paſſion of Chriſt, by an oblation, made by 
the prieſt, of the body and ble of the immaculate /amb 
under the ſymbols of bread; and wine, according to his 
own inftitution; it is not ſo much the buſineſs of the con- 
gregation preſent, to employ their ears in attending to 
the words, as their 4earts in contemplation of the divine 


myſteries, 
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myſteries, by raiſing up fervent affeſ ions of love, thankſ- 
giving, ſorrow for fins, reſolutions of amendment, Cc. 
That thus having their heart and intention united With 


the prieſt's, they may be partakers of his /pFayers, and 


the ſacrifice he is then offering; than which he believes 
nothing is more accep:able to God, or beneficial to true 
believers. And for the raiſing of theſe affections in his 
ſoul, and filling his heart with love and devotion, he 
thinks, in this cafe, there is little need of Words ; a true 
faith, without theſe, is all-ſufficient. Who could but 
have burſt forth into tears of love and thankſgiving, if 
he had been preſent while our Saviour Was tied to the 
pillar, ſcourged and tormented, though he opened not his 
mouth to the by- ſtanders, nor ſpoke a word? Who 
would have needed a ſermon to have been filled with grief 
and compaſſion, if he had ſeen his Saviour expoſed to the 
ſeorh of the Jews, when he was made a bloody ſpectacle 
by Pilate, with, Ecce homo, Lo the man! Who could 
have ſtood cold and ſenſeleſs, upon mount Calvary under 
the creſs, when his Redeemer was hanging on it, though 
he had not heard, or underſtood a word that he fpoke ? 
Does any one think that thoſe holy aviriz#, Who followed 


their Lord, in theſe ſad paſſages, and were Witneſſes of his 


ſafferings, wanted holy affeclions in their ſoils, becauſe 
he ſpoke not; or were they ſcandalized at his lence ? 
Was not their Faith in him that ſuffered, by which they 
believed him to be Chri/ Fe/usr, true God and Man, 
laying down his life for the reuemption of Man, ſufficient 
to excite in their ſouls all the paſfions due from a' ſinful 
creature, to his bleeding Redeemer, to his cruciſied 7e, 
The like faith alſo is faficiemt to fill him with devotion, 
when he is preſent at the holy ſacriſce of the Maſ; for, 
believing that Chriſt is there really preſent before him, 
under the ſpecies of bread and wine, and that he that hes 
upon the altar, is the lamb of God thut tales aabuy the fin 
of the world; what need of more, to quicken in his ſoul 
all the affe#ions of a devout lover? Cin he Behold His 
— — before Joey _ not break forth ot 5 
thankſgiving ? Can he ſee him, that gives fight to thę 
blind, health to the ſick, and life to the dead, 3 
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ſtand ſtill ſenſeleſs and unmoved, without putting up any 
petition to him, without aſking any thing for his ind, 


ich and finful ſoul ? Can he believe that he that gives his 


life for the world, and died for-our fins, is' there before 
him, and not be touched with ferro and contrition 


for his offences? Can he ſee commemorated every do/eful 


p2/age of his Saviour's ſufferings, in the ſeveral myſteries 
ot the Maſs, and yet not be filled with grief and compaſſion? 


Is not Jeſas welcome to a devout ſou), although he come 


in fence? Is not the preſence of Chriſt, a more forcing 
motive to a chriſtian, than any human words could be? And 
if he muſt needs have werds, let him behold with the eye 
of faith the gaping wounds of his Redeemer, and ſee if 


thoſe peak nothing to his /eu/? if they do not, it is be- 


cauſe he wants fazth. It nothing therefore concerns his 
devotion, that the Maſs is ſaid in /atin: if the church 
has ordered it thus, ſo to preſerve unity, as in faith, ſa 


in the external æuorſip of God; and to prevent altera- 
tions and changes, which it would be expoſed to, if in 


wulgar languages; and for other good reaſons; what is 
that to him? he ſhould receive but little advantage, if it 
were in his mother tongue. For, beſides that the greateſt 
part is ſaid in ſo logo à voice, that it is not poſſible he 
ſhould hear it; the aword do not belong to him, but only 
to the prieſt's offige 3. his obligation is, to accompany the 
prieſt in prayer, and ſpirit, to be a joint-oferer with him, 
to contemplate the nyſteries there repreſented, and to 


excite in bis ſoul devotions according to the exigency 
of every paſſage; according to the directions he 


finds in his engliſs prayer - books, of which there are 
extant great variety, ſet forth for the help of the ignoran-; 
by which they are taught the meaning of every part and 
ceremony of the Maſs, and how to apply their devotions 


accordingly. And if at any time he be preſent at other 


public dewotions, which are performed in latin; or 


ſhould ſay any: private prayers, or ſing a hymn in the 
| Tame language, which he. underſtands not; yet is he 


taught that this might be done, with great benef# to his 


ſoul and the acceptance of God, if at theſe. occaſions he 
does but endeavour to raiſe his thoughts to heaven, _ 2 
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fix his heart upon his Maker. For that God does not 


reſpect the language of the lips, but of the beart; does 


not attend the motion of the tongue, but of the mind; 
and if 7heſe be but directed to him in !baniſpruing, in 


praiſing, or petitioning, in humiliation, in contrition, and 
ſuch like acts, as circumſtances require, he need not 
doubt but that God accepts his prayers and devot ions. It 
being an undeniable thing, that, to ſay prayers wwel/ and 
diwoutly, it is not neceſſary to have attention on the 
words, or on the ſenſe of the prayers ; but rather purely 


on Ged. Of theſe three attentions, this laſt being ap- 


proved by all, as of greateſt perfection, and moſt pleaſing 
to God. And this he can have, whether he underſtands - 
the words or no. It being very uſual and eaſy for a 
petitioner to accompany his petition with an earneſt deſire 
of obtaining his ſuit, though the language in which it is 


worded, be unknown to him. 


23. Of the Second Commandment.. 
T HE Papiſt miſrepreſented is kept in ignorance, as to 
an eſſential part of his duty towards God; newer be. 
ing permitted to know the commandments, but by halves, 
For in the books delivered to him for his inſtruction, (ſuch as 


catechiſms and manuals,) the ſecond commandment” 7s * 


acholly left out; and he by this means is taught to fall 
into all forts of ſuperſtitious worſhip,” and dowwn-right 


idolatry. 


75 HE Papiſt truly repre/ented is inſtructed in his wwhole 
duty towards God, and moſt eſpecially in the ten com- 
mandments, He is taught to underſtand them all and every 
one: that there is an obligation of obſerving them, under 
pain of eternal damnation; and. that whoſoever breaks 
any one of them. loſes the favour of God, and as cer- 
tainly hazards the loſs of his ſoul, as if he broke them 
all. And though in ſome ſhort catecbiſins in which the 
whole chriſtian do#rine is delivered in the moſt compen 
dious and eaſy method, in condeſcendence to weak me- 
mories, and low capacities, the ſecond commandment (as it 


is reckoned by ſome) be omitted: yet it is to be ſeen at

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length in other catechiſms, manuals, and doctrinal books, 
to be met with every where in great plenty. And if any 
one ſhould chance not to ſee any of theſe, yet would he 
be out of all danger of falling into any ſuperſtitious wor - 
ip or idolatry: for that having read his ff command- 
ment, Thou ſhalt have no other Gods before me; he is 
taught by this, that he is commanded to ſerve, love, 
adore and worſhip one only true, living and eternal God, 
and no more: that it is forbidden him, to worſhip any 


creature for a God, or to give it the honour due to God; 


and that whoſoever worſhips any idolt, images, pictures, 
or any graven thing (whatſoever the object be, whether in 
heaven above, in the earth beneath, or in the waters 
under the earth) for God, breaks the commandment, by 
committing zdo/atry, and ftands guilty of an inexcuſable 
and moſt damnable fin. Now having been taught, that 
this is the intent of the ff precept of the decalogue, he 
thinks there can be but little danger of his becoming /«- 
perſiitious in his worſhip, or an idel/ater, for want of the 


ſecond; there being nothing in this, but what he is fully 


and expreſly- inſtructed in, by having learned the fr; 
it being rather an exp/ication of this than any nemo and 
diftin& precept: and for this reaſon he finds them in his 
books, put together as one, or rather as the ff command- 
ment, with its explication; by which means it comes 
about, that there are only three in the fir table, teaching

Ti papiſt i repreſented i is taught to keep faith with 
all ſorts of people, of whatſoever judgment or perfuaſion 
they be, whether in communion with his church, or no; 
he is taught to ſtand to his word, and obſerve his promiſe 
given, or made to any whatſoever: and that he cannot 
cheat or cozen, whether by diſembling, equivacations, or 


mental reſervations, without defiance of his own con- 


ſcience, and the violation of God's law. This is the i in- 


ſtruction he receives from the pulpit, the confeſſionary, and 


his books of direction, and nothing is more inculcated in 
his church than ſincerity and truth. But as to the doctrine 
2 actice of equivocations and mental reſer vation, ſo 

rom being approved by his church, he finds it ex- 
— — by Pope Hats xi. in a decree: iſſued - 
forth March 2, 1679, prohibiting the teaching or main- 
taining of it under pain of excommunication. He is 
taught therefore to ſpeak plainly and fincerely, withour

have mercy upon me, at the laſt hour. Audit is a ſufficient 
encouragement to him, to rely wholly upon this, to fee that

communion ; but at his death he ſhall be alſiſted by a prieſt, 
and ſhall receive an abſolution From all his fins, with an

thoſe of Maſes ; and that the new /axv may be very well 
allowed to be as glorious, and as particularly privileged as 
the old: : eſpecially ſince Chriſt promiſed that they that 
believed in him /ould do greater miracles than ever he 
himſelf had done, (St. John xiv. 12.) And what if ſome 
miracles (recounted by authors) are ſo wonderfully frange 
as to ſeem to ſome ridiculous and abſurd, are they leſs true 
upon this account? Is not every thing vidiculous to unbe- 
lievers ? The whole do#rine of Chriſt is a ſcandal to the 
Fews, and folly to the gentiles. And what more abjurdto- 
one that wants faith, than the miracles recounted in the 
old teſtament * Might not ſuch a one turn them all into 
ridicule and buffocnry ? Take but faith away, and what 
becomes of Balaam and his ai, *'Samfon and his faw- Bone, 
Elias and his fiery chariot, Eliſba's mantle, ax head, and 
dead bones, Gideon's pitchers, lamps and trumpets, the fall 
of the walls of Jericho, Moſes his holding ap his hands 
for the victory over his enemies, his parting of the red 
fea, and Fo/pua commanding the ſun to ftand fill, Ee.

Has not God himſelf 
Preſcribed ſuch inanimate things, and holy men made uſe 
of them, for an intent above their natural po t; and 
this without any ſuperſtition? Was there ſuperſlition in 
the waters of jealouſy, Numb. v. 17. or in the alt uſed 
by Eliſba for ſweetening the infected waters? Was it /u- 
penſtitiom in Chritt to uſe clay for opening the eyes of the 
blind ? or in the apoſtles to make uſe of oil for the caring 
of the ſick? Mart vi. 13. And though there be no ex- 


preſs commani in ſcriptune, for bleſſing water, candles, „ 


vet there is this aſſurance, that every: creature is ſanttified 
by the word of God and prayer, 1 Tim. iv. 5. and frequent 


promiſes, that God wil Zear the prayers of the faithful. 
Why therefore ſhould he doubt, but that theſe creatures, . - 


on which the Se of God is ſolemnly implored by the 

evordof God, and the prayers of the prieſt and people, 
for their ſandtifcation, are really Jantt i ed, according to 
the aur amte of! the apaftle, and the promiſes of God? St; 
Lyra of Ferufalem, who lived in the beginning of the ©: 


fourth century, made no .queſtion, but, that as to thoſe 


things, which are offered to idols, though pare in their 

own nature, are made impure by the innovation of devils: 

ſo, on che contrary, fiapliaumter:is.' made boly, and gets a 

ſanctity, by virtue received from the invocation of the 

Holy Ghoſt, of Chriſt our Lord, and his etennal Father, 

r. Catch.) And that Blaſſea water was capable, by 
virtue received from heaven, of working effects above its 
own nature, was certainly the ſentiment of the chriſtians 

zn the primitive times: St. Epiphanius (Tom. 2. I. 1. cont. 
Bar. zo.) relates a paſſage at length, how water being 
Hleſſed in the name of Feſus, and ſpriukled upon fire, which 
by witchcraft was made unactive, and hindered from 
burning, immediately the enchantment ceaſed, and the 
fre burned. As alſo that a po/z/ed perſon being ſprinkled 
with bleed water, the party was immediately cured. 
Theodoret has the like narration of the Devil hindering 
fire from burning, and how he was chaſed away, and the 
charm diſſolved by b/-Jjed water being thrown on it,

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(Lib. 5. Eecleſ. Bij. c. 21.) And St. Ferome relates (in vit. 
Hil arion.) how ſtalicus took auater from bleſſed Hilarion, 
and caſt it on his bewitched horſes, his chariot, and the 
barriers from whence he uſed to run, and that the charm 
of witchery did ceaſe: upon the ſprinkling this vater; ſo 
that all cried out, Marnas victus et a Chrifto ; Chrift hath 
conquered Marnas, (the idol) And now there is no jeering 
and ri#iculing theſe things, will ever make them look like 
idle Superſtitions, to one that conſiders ſeriouſly; how much 
they are grounded upon reaſon, the auord of: God, anti- 


guliy, and the authority and practice of the catholict 
church; which approves the uſe of them; yet ſo as plainly 


to teach that there is no confidence ta be put in any thing, 
but only in Fefus Chriſt; and that what power theie 
things have, they have not of themſelves, but only from 
henden, and by the invocation of the name of Jeſus; 
who as by his htavenly Being he enables us to do things 
above the power of zature 3 ſo alſo by the prayers, of his 
therch; he I leſſes theſe things, in order to the working 
effects above ther own natural qualities, that by them his 
fathetly benefits may be applied to us, and that ſo the

＋ HE Papiſt truly nnen! has all the liberty, en- 


1 couragement and convenienee of becoming learned, 
of any people or perſuaſion whatſoever. And none that 
has ever looked over any library, and found that the 
greateſt numbers and choiceſt books of all fciences, have 
men of his communion for their authors: None that in his 
travels, has taken a thorough view of the an werſities in 
popiſb countries, of Paris, Louvain, Salamanca, Bologna, 
&c. and conſidered their laborious ſtudies, in Philaſophy, 
di vinity, Biftory, the fathers, councils, ſcriptures, &c. And 
beſides, the ſtudents here, has ſeen how many thouſands 
there are in raligious houſes, who, free from the diſt urb- 
ances of the world, make virtue and learning the buſineſs 
of their whole life; will ever lay i norance to the charge 
of the Papiſis; but muſt in juſtice confeſs, that amongſt 
them are to be found as many, and as great ſcholars, as 
amongſt any people or ſocieties in the world. And as for 
the vulgar and common fart of that profeſſion, though they 
underſtand not Latin, yet are not they trained up in ig 
norance of their Religion, nor led along in Sliadreſs; but 
are ſo provided of books in their own mother-tongue, of 
inſtruction and devotion, wherein is explained the ae 
duty of a chriſtian, every myſtery of their faith, and all 
the cet and ceremonies performed in the church; that 
they muſt be very negligent, or elſe have very mean parts, 


ho do not arrive at a ſufficient knowledge of their 04/7- 


ation in every reſpect. And whoever has ſeen the great 


Pains and care ſome good men take abroad, in explaining 


(on ſundays and holy-days in their churches, and on wweek- 
days in the ſtreets,) the chriſtian doctrine to the crowds of 
the ignorant and meaner ſort of people, not omitting to 
reward ſuch as anſwer well with ſome ſmall gifts, to en- 
courage youth, and provoke them to a commendable emu- 
lation; will never ſay,” that the Papi/ts keep the poor 
people in ignorance, and hide from them their religion; but 


rather that they uſe all means for inſtructing the ignorant, 


and omit nothing that can any ways conduce to the breed- 
ing up of youth in the knowledge of their faith, and let- 
ting them ſee into the religion they are to profeſs. Nei-

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ther does it ſeem to him, even ſo much as probable, that 


if the church offices and — &c. were performed in 


the vulgar tongue, that upon this the zow ignorant people 
would immediately diſcover ſo many idle e  ſuperſittions, 
ſenſeleſs dwotions, and groſs errors, that they would in great 
numbers upon the ſight become deſerters of that communion, 


in which now they are profeſſed members. For fince there 


is nothing done but in a language, which the learned, ju- 
dicious and leading Men of all nations eyery where un- 


derſtand, and yet theſe eſpy nothing to fright them from 


their Anh; but notwithſtanding the ſeeing all through 


and through, they yet admire all for ſolid, holy and ap- 
flolical, and remain ſtedfaſt in their prafaten; how can it 


be imagined, that the vulgar, weak and unlearned ſort 


(did they underſtand all as well as they, ) would eſpy any 


ſuch errors and fi uperſtitions, which theſe others, with all

apoſtles of Chriſt * She alone has been always one; by all 
her members profeſſing one faith, in one communion, under 
one chief paſtor ſucteeding St. Peter, to whom Chrift 


committed the charge of his whole flock, St. 70 xxi. 


15, &c, and the keys of heaven, St. Mat. xvi. 19. She 
alone has been always holy; by teaching all Helineſi, by in- 
viting all to holineſs, by affording all helps and means of 
holin ſt, and by having in all ages, innumerable holy ones 


in her commurion. She alone is cacho/ic# or univerſal, by 


ſobſiſting in all ages, by teaching a// nations, and by main- 
taining al traths. She alone is apoſtalical, by eriving 
her doctrine, her communion, her orders and her com- 


miſſion from the apoſtles of Chriſt, She alone has con- 


verted infidel nations with their kings to the faith of Chriſt; 
and to this day ſends her prieſts and miſſioners into all 
parts of the world, to propagate the kingdom of Chrift ; 


he alone has been in all ages illuſtrated by innumerable 


miracles, and by the wonderful lives and deaths of innu- 
merable ſaints. All other ſects begun by ſeparating from

TH E popi/h church as miſrepreſented bas made: ſeveral 

innovations in matters of faith, and howforver fe 
lays claim to antiquity, with a pretenceof having preſerved 
the dochrine of the apoſtles inviolable and entire; yet it 4s 
evident to any ſerious obſerver, that the greateſt part of 
her belief is mere novelties ;. not bearing date from Chriſt 
or his apoſtles, but only from ſome of her own more modern 
Jynods There ſcarce gain ; paſſed any. age yet, wherein 
there has not, in theſe eceleſiaſtical mints, been coined new 
articles, <vhich with the.counterfeit ' lamp of Chriſt and his 
apoſtles, are made to paſs for good and current, among ft ber 


» | 


 eredulous and undiſcerning retainers: And, beſides theſe, 


what a great number of errors have been introduced at 
other times; how: many did Pope Gregory bring in, and 


 hoaw many the ignorance of the tenth age? So that if awe 


compare the church of Rome now, with the primitive times 
of the firſt three or four hundred years, there are no two 
things ſo:unlike'; foe is a garden now, but quite overgrown 
abith weeds; ſhe is a field, but where the tares hade pe 


 fedlly choaked up the wheat, and has little in ber of apoſto- 


hical befedes the name,

| 1 H E Papiſts church truly retreſented has never made 


any innovation in matters of faith; what ſhe believes 
and teaches now, being the ſame that the catholick church 
believed and taught, in the firft three or four centuries after 
the Apoſtles. And though in moſt of her general councils 
there have'been ſeveral decifions touching points of faith ; 
yet can no one, without an injury to truth, ſay, that in 
any of theſe have been coined tw articles, or Chriſtians 


forced to the acceptance of nowelties, contrary to ſcripture, 


or ancient tradition. Theſe have only trodden in the ape 
ſteps; as often as they have been in the like circumſtances 
with them; doing exactly according to the form and ex- 


ample left to the church by thoſe perfect maſters of chri- 


ſtianity. And therefore as the apaſties in their afſembly 
{ 425 xv.) determined the controverſy concerning the cir- 


cumcifion 1 
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eumeifion ; and propoſed to the faithful, what was the 


doctrine of Chriſt in that paint, of nece/i believed 
E ( ? of neceſſity to be believed; 
of which tilt that be had been raiſed ſeveral 


queſtions and doubts.z but now no longer to be queſtioned, | 


without the ſhipwreck: of faith. So in all ſucceeding ages 
the elders of the church, to whom the opoſtles left their 
commuthon of abarcbing over. the flact, in their councils. 
have never ſeruplod to determine all ſuch. points, as were 
controverted amongſt chriſtians, and ta propoſe to them, 
What of nece/fity they: were td believe far the future ; with 
anathema pronounced againſt all ſuch, as ſhould. preſume 
to preach the contrary. Thus in the year 325, the firſt 
Niceus council) declared the Son of God to be conſubſpantial 
to his Farlun; againſb the Arians; with an obligation on. 
all to aſſent to this dorine, though. never till then pro- 
poſed on declared in that form. Thus in the firſt Ephæſian 
council, Anno 431, Nestorius was condemned, who main- 
tained. 20s: perſons. in Chi, and that the bleed: Virgin 
was not mother of Gd; with a declaration, that both theſe 
his zenets were contrary to the catbolick faith. Thus in 
the ſecond Micens council, Anno 787, Image · breakers were 
anathematized. Thus in the great council of Zateran, 


Auno 12155, traxſubſlantiation Was. declared: the ſuffici- 


ency of communion in one kind in the council af Conftance > 


| Purgatory in the council of Florence: and all theſe, toge- 
ther with the ſacrifice. of the maſs, the invocation of 
| Saints, &c. in the cœuncil f Trent, againſt Luther, Calvin, 


Sc. And now, though in albtheſe and the other general 
councils, the perſons oondemned took occaſion, from theſe 
new declarations, to cry out; Nawelties, usmuelties, to 
fright the people with the noiſe of zexw;caned articles, and. 
that the inventions of Men were impoſed, aw them, for 
. faith: yet it is evident that theſe new adeclaratiaus con- 
tained nothing but 'the ancient faith; ang that there would: 
never have been any ſuch declaration made, had nat the 
ancient doctrine propoſed in them, been appaſed and: con- 
tradicted by ſome ſeducing ſpirits, who going aut from the 
flock, endeavoured; by making divifions, to draw num- 
bers after them So that the new: props/a/ of a tenet, is: 
but a allacious proof of the doctrine being lately 3 
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but a good argument of its being lately oppgſed. It is cer- 
tain from ſcripture (4s xv.) that the apoſtles had never 
declared the zon-xeceſ/ity of circumciſian, had not certain 
men come down from 7ugea,' and taught the brethren. the 
contrary. .. And that the con/abfiantiality of the Son, had. 
never been defined by the Niceze Fathers, had not Arius, 
with, his followers, oppoſed, this catholick dadmins, And 
as certain it is, that the council Trent had been altogether 


ſilent as to tranſulſtantiation, praying to Saints, & c. had. 


not Luther, Caluin, and their diſciples, once: profeſſoxs of 
this doctrine, gone out from the fock, and upon the preſump- 
tion f a nexp /ight, , endeavoured. to. perſuade the faithful, 
that, theſe . tenets, then believed by the whole, chriftian 


World, were no longer to be owned; but to be quite 


thrawn by, as antichriſian and diabalical. It was this 


obliged the paſtors to watch and take care of their flock ; 


and therefore not flying away, as the hiraling does, when, 


the awvolf catcheth aud ſcattereth the ſbeep; they aſſembled 


together into a body, and declared to all, under their charge, 

that they ought not to follow, ſrangers; that, howlagever. 
theſe came pretending to the ſhepberdis uaice, yet ſinee 
they came not by the door into the ſhcepfald, but climbing ug 


fame other away, they were not Gepherdt; but: thigues and 


robbers; ſuch whoſe buſineſs. was not to feed; but to ſteal 
kill and deſtroy. It was this made them. encourage alk 
under their care, not to waver; but to ſtand faſt, and hold 
the profeſſion of their faith, aud notwithſtanding all pre-. 
tences, by no means to ſuffer themſelves to be deluded, 
and led away with fravge dactrine; and that they might 
the better ſecure them from falling inte erna, they gane 
them a draught of their chriſtian dodnine; elyecially of 
all thoſe points, which; theſe jmadern falfrcammilienuted 
apoſiles did preach againſt, and endgayeyr;/to:undermines 
ee declaring to them, the faith- they had been 

red up in, which they had received from theis forefathets, 
and which, had: been derived. even-down: from. the α il. 
Securing them, that wWhatſoeven was co ta than, was 
novelty: and: error.  And:now!in;the; e denlaringithia 
to; the fairh/al; where was the tn %%, Phe gauged 
did nothing but propoſe fully. aud.cxplitatly,, aaa 
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their meeting, was the doctrine of all Chr;fendom, and had 
been ſo amongſt the primitive fathers. It was they made 
the inno ation, who preached contrary to the doctrine thus 
believed and received; which Later was not aſhamed to 
on himſelf guilty of; © plainly ' acknowledging, that he 


ſeparated from the whole world.” \* | 

But it ſeems that the whole world was then corrupted, 
and the religion then every where profeſſed, was over- 
grown with ſuperſtitions, errors and abominations ; ſuch 
as had crept into the church, ſome five hundred years be- 
fore, ſome nine hundred, and ſome a thouſand; and it 
was from theſe Zather ſeparated, intending to 7eform curi- 


ſtianity, and bring it to the purity of the primitime times, 


of the firſt three hundred years. And was it not very 
ſtrange now, that ſo many groſs fooleries, wicked /uper- 
fiitions, and even down-right idolatry ſhould creep into 
the church, and ſpreading itſelf through all nations, infect 
the whole world, becoming the publick profeſſion of 
ehriſtendom for ſo many hundred years, and be confirmed 
and eſtabliſhed by the laws. of every kingdom; and that 
no body ſhould take notice of any ſuch thing, either at its 
firſt riſe, or in all its progreſs of fo many ages: Inſomuch, 
that had not Luther made the diſcovery, it is likely we 
mould never have come to the knowledge of theſe thou- 
fand years errors and corruptions ? Surely no thinking man 
can judge it poſſible that the very fundamentals of chriſti- 
anity ſhould be ſhaken, and the religion planted by the 
apoſtles turned into idhatriy; and yet that no learned man 
ſhould any where appear to contradi& theſe abominations, 
1o/zedlous paſtors to withſtand them, no pious princes to 
oppote them. "Hiſtory ſufficiently- ſatiches any curious 
render; chat from the firſt planting of the churcb, there
